Generally speaking. the changes 
indicated are sald to be those which 
the farmers should have made in 
view of the economic situation, 

Reports from Jowa, llinois, Kan- 
sas, Minnesota, Nebraska, South Da- 
kota, Montana, Idaho and Washing- 
ton cover 602 counties and show a 
great reduction in the acreage of 
wheat and other small grains and in 
beef cattle production. Expansion is 
shown in dairying, poultry, swine, 
corn, alfalfa and other feed crops, 
and also in flax in the spring wheat 
states, soy beans, seed, seed clover 
and other leguminous crops in the 
great farming section of the corn 
belt and adjoining western states. 

Rapidiy Descriing Wheat 

Wheat has been contracted in 194 
of the reporting counties, expanding 
in only eleven. In the so-called one- 
crop states the reduction in wheat 
acroage is general. Thus in Mon- 
tana, sixteen of the reporting coun 
ties show a contraction and only one 
an expansion. South Dakota has 
contracted wheat acreage in twenty 
of the reporting counties and ex- 
panded it in none. 

Kansas has reduced its wheat 
acreage in twenty-five reporting 
counties and expanded it in one. 
Minnesota shows contraction in 
wheat In twenty-five of the report- 
ing counties and expansion in none. 
Agents in fifteen counties report les- 
sened wheat acreage, and only one 
reports expansion. Illinois shows 
contraction in forty-three of the re- 


‘porting counties and expansion in 


six, 

‘What the wheat farmers are turn- 
ing to, as alternative enterprises, ts 
illustrated by Kansas, which has ex- 
panded its dairying in twenty-one of 
the reporting counties, its poultry in 
seventeen, leguminous crops in six 
counties, swine in six counties, and 
beef cattle in seven. 

County agents believe the policy 
of replacing wheat by forage crops, 
dairy cattle, and hogs will go furiher 
in many areas. 

Alfalfa Acreage Expands 

Vigures showing changes in al- 
falfa production are interesting, in 
view of the fact that freight rates 


producers from their former markets 
in the last few. years. Alfalfa hs 
increased in thirty-five of tne re- 
porting counties and contracted in 
eight. 

It is noteworthy that a dectine in 
potato acreage is shown in niveteen 
of the reporting countics and ex- 
pansion in three. Horses have de- 
clined in numbers in twenty coun- 
fies, while expansion is reported 
nowhere. 

Dairying has expanied practically 
everywhere. One case is cited of a 
beef cattle raiser who sold his herd, 
replaced it with twenty head of 
dairy cattle, and made more profit 
on milk every month than the same 
number of beef cows made for him 
in any of the last five years. 


Poultry raising has been increas- 
ing generally. 130 counties showing 
expansion. Increases in the number 
of hens and more attention to the 
flock have so greatly increased the 
Production of orgs that returns from 
the poultry industry have suffered 
some decline. 

Fifteen county agents reported 
expansion in sheep raising, and nine 
roported a reduction. Wool and 
lamb prices have stimulated the 
Sheep industry, There its still room 
for more expansion, the reports 
show 

Swine production showed expan- 
sion in 118 of the reporting coun- 
ties and contraction in twenty, Last 
year the industry underwent prodi- 
gious expansion, and is now declin- 
ing somewhat. 

Fewer Beef Cattle Now 

Beef cattle production has been 
reduced in ninety of the reporting 
counties and increased in = oniy 
twenty-eight. 

Corn acreage showed expansion 
in eleven Illinois counties and con- 
traction In ten. It expanded in three 
Towa counties but contracted in 
seventeen, expanding in six of the 
reporting counties inKansas and con- 
tracting in one; expanding in eight 
in Minnesota and contracting in two; 
expanding in fourteen in Nebraska 
and contracting in six; expanding 
in nineteen in South Dakota and 
contracting in two, and expanding 
in fifteen counties of Montana and 
contracting in none. 

Where corn contraction is report- 
ed there is a corresponding expan- 
sion in the acreage of soy beans, 
sweet clover. and other legumes, The 
reduction of corn. acreage in this 
manner is in line with sound prin- 
ciples of soil conservation. The fact 
that soy beans have undergone ex- 


| pansion in twenty-four of the re- 


porting counties and contraction in 
none is taken to mean that the 
properties of this leguminous crop 
are coming to be more widely re- 


cognized.

Since the time when Queen Wliza- 
beth robbed veoctend of its royal 
line, Seotelimer Lave had only two 
or thres regal priveces olloted thent 
by the grace of their English sov- 
ereign. Now the Seotechmen would 
like to exercise 2 certsin amount of 
freedom in selecting a royal prince 
of their cwn, 

Scotchmen attending the 14tutan- 
niversary dinner of tn» Highland So- 
clety, at which “he Duke of York 
was present, took the initiative in 
adopting him as their favorite son, 
The Scotchmen pointed out that the 
Duke of York also held a Scottish 
title “The Earl of Inverness” anda 
that furthermore he ha:l married a 
Scottish duchess, and they did not 
neglect to note that he is also Scot~- 
tish by lneage. 

In the course of his speech 
Duke of York acknowledged 
compliment. 

The selection has precedent in the 
action of George III who accommo- 
dated the expressed desire of the 
Scotch and made one of his sons the 
Duke of Clarence, Victoria hasten- 
ed to treat all her subjects equally, 
making her second son the Duke of 
Edinburgh, the third son the Duke 
of Connaught for Ireland, and the 
fourth son was created Duke of Al- 
bany as England's own,

The discovery of enormously rich 
gold deposits in Mongolia by a Rus-

It may explain the undoubted dls- 
position of the Soviet envoy, Karak- 
han, to let the Sino-Russian dead- 
lock remain unbroken Karakhan 
was informed of this discovery two 
days before the Cabinet declined tu 
ratify the tentative agreement which 
hed been drawn up, 

Under existing conditions § the 
Reds hold Mongolia ,and have a we- 
cret treaty with the Mongol Princes 
which Rissia is unwilling to forego. 

It is si nificant that the chief op- 
position in the Cabinet to the ratifi- 
cation came from the Chinese For- 
eign Minister, who is backed up by 
the War Minister. Unquestionably 
Karakhan is seizing any slight ex- 
cuse to cal! a halt in the negotia- 
tions, thus permitting the Reds to 
exploit Mongolia, 

The Chinese Government {s fully 
informed of suspicious Red troop 
concentrations, despite Moscow's de- 
nial. The whole question is not so 
much oe of the Treaty as of Kus- 
sia’s good faith, which, so far, she 
has not shown,

Hunger and war-weariness, to-~- 
gether with the removal of the 
strong hand of the autocracy, were 
the principal factors in this nation 
wide plunge into semi-anarechial 
conditions, An enormous amount of 
long-suppressed hatred, astimuiated 
by the brutal tyranny of the Tzartst 
regime, burst into flame and some- 
times found expression acts of 
terrible cruelty. There was the 
hatred of the soldier for the officer 
who struck and abused him, There 
was the hatred of the poverty- 
stricken peasant for the rich owner 
of the fertile neighboring estate.

HE operator of the game stood at a table 
and in his hands he had a bundle of 80 
pieces of paper, each containing a character 
corresponding to those on our tickets. He placed 
four tin cups on the table and asked a quartette 
of Chinamen to stand by them. He then pro- 
ceeded to deposit the pieces of paper in the cups 
in order. When he had disposed of them ali he 
drew to see which cup he should take, When 
the winning cup was announced the characters 
contained in it were read out and the tickets 
marked, 

I was not one of the winners on the first 
game, nor on the second, but had five spots on 
a ten-cent ticket in the third and recelyed 20 
cents. The motor car seemed a long way away. 

“Smithy” suggested that we try the lottery 
with the Quick Draw and I quickly acquiesced 
as one game seemed just as easy to beat as 
another, 

In the Quick Draw one has a better idea of 
what he is doing as the tickets, instead of con- 
taining Chinese characters, have the Arabic 
numerals, Chinese fashion, however, they etart 
from the right hand corner and run down, in- 
stead of beginning at the lefthand corner and 
carrying on horizontally as our’s 4o. 

The game somewhat resembles “House,” 
which was quite popelar with the troops dur- 
ing the war. The operator of the game places 
in a bag of 80 balls, cach of which of these isa 
different number corresponding to those on the 
tickets. The balls are shaken up and the opera- 
tor draws forth twenty balls, constituting the 
winning numbers. 

The odds paid in the Quick Draw are the 
tame as in the straight lottery, the only differ- 
ence being that in the former the winners are 
decided much quicker, 

Quick Draw, however, did not bring us quick 
returns. “Smithy” had six spots on «a 15 cent 
ticket and drew $2.70, 

One Chinaman had seven spols on a two 
bit ticket and was reimbursed tu the extent of 
$16. That was the best winning | saw during 
the night,

another form of betting, giving the gambler the 
chance to back the high or low half of the card, 

This game provides at least 21 avenues of 
losing your money, with but a single return, 

The operator of the game has three dice in 
a small box, AS soon as all the bets are down 
he shakes the box, lifts the cover and reveals the 
lucky nutnbers. ‘They claim that the operator 
is so slick with the shaking that he can turn 
up any numbers he wishes, It looked that way 
while we were there, as the dice always turned 
up with the numbers on which the smallest bets 
were made, 

If a man is betting iotals the spots on the 
three face-up sides of the dice are added to- 
rether, producing the winning total. Totals of 3, 
4, 5, 16 and 17 pay at the rate of 30 to 1, while 
6 and 15 are good for 16 to 1. The shortest 
odds are on 9, 10, 11 and 12, which pay 6 to 1. 
Thirteen and 8 are quoted at 8 to 1,.while 7 and 
i4 return their backers 12 to i, 

If the bettor plays the squares marked by 
the spots his returns are not as largo. If ho 
puts his money in the four spot squares and one 
four turns up he doubles his money. Should 
two fours turn up he trebles his money, while 
three fours would quadruple his bet. 

In betting high and low the man who puts 
his maoney in the high section only wins if the 
total is anywhere between 11 and 17. To win on 
the low bet the total must be between 4 and 10, 

Chuck-luck proved to be no more remunera- 
tive for me than the rest of the games I tried, 
When I bet low the total came high, and when 
I weht on spots I pieked the wrong ones, 

“Smithy” was having better success, and per- 
suaded me to postpone my departure for a while. 
I had no intention of leaving without him, 60 
decided to investigate some of the other games, 

Pi Gow and Don Gow seemed to be fiourish- 
fing in another quarter of the room, Both games 
are played with dominoes, 


Pi Gow Chinese Poker 

P 1 GOW is a substitute for poker among the 

Chinese. Four players take part in the 
game, each drawing cight dominoes. The game 
is quite simple and is something like playing 
Five Hundred with dominoes, The one great 
advantage of the game is that the betting is not 
restricted to those who are playing. Any num- 
ber of spectators can back a hand, but they are 
not allower to give advice to the player, 

Don Gow gets into a more exciting realm, 
Pi Gow requires a square table, but Don Gow 
is played at a round table and with an operator, 
The table is divided into seven equal parts, and 
in the seventh section there is an opening for 
the operator. Six men play and stand opposite 
their sections. The operator arranges the 
dominoes in piles of fives with two over. After 
he has secured one of the players to act as the 
banker he throws dice to see which man shall 
draw first for the piles of dominoes. ‘This en- 
sures fairness in the draw. After looking at 
his “hand” each man discards three dominoes, 
The blocks to be discarded must total either 
“ten,” twenty” or “thirty.” If a player cannot 
compute either of these totals he must turn in 
his “hand,” in which case he stands-off the 
banker. Those left in the piay turn up their 
hands in an endeavor to make their count ex- 
ceed that of tne bunker, If they are successful 
they win, if not, their bets are taken by the 
Vanker. The game resembles iu certain phases 
our own Black Jack. 

There was a lot of money bet on these games, 
but I was not willing to be led further to the 
slaughter, so with one eye on the door and the 
other on “Smithy,” I waited patiently until we 
could take our departure, 

“Smithy” eventually squirmed 
crowd at one of the tables, looked abou 
sow mo, and then came over to say tha 
“cleaned,” 

“Let's go. ‘There's no motor car hanging 
around here for us,” he said, dryly, and led the 
way to the door, 

We passed out without any ceremony and 
floundered down the dark stairway, “Smithy's” 
rup on the outer door was answered by the 
springing of the secret catch, and we were back, 
in the alley again. As soon as we reached the 
street 1 stopped “Smithy” so that I might inhale 
some of the night air, It seemed as sweet as 
perfume after the reeking odors of the gaming 
house,

Illegal Games 
DSIDES the games I was introduced to that 
night the Chinaman has plenty of others, 
He has been gumbling for centuries and has 
perfected gemeg that fascinate, lure and make 
for big returns and big losses, The Chinaman is 
a ready victim for the gambling table, Ho 


spends most of his spare time around it. It is 
said that a Chinaman is either a profeasional 
ganibler or a workman, The gambler eperates 


the guming houses and the workman goes out 
und toils to get the money te bring as an offer- 
ing for the clutches of the tables, 

As proof of the satisfying influence of a 


Chinese game on the gaming instincts of white 
people, the invasion of Mah Jong may be cited, 
Mah Jong has invaded our most exclusive draw: 
ing rooms, and is a ruling favorite at the ladies 
afternoon partics. 

In time, if Mah Jong begins to weary the fas- 
tidioue minds of the ladies and they long for a 
new venue for their skill, all they need to do is 
to call upon the Chinaman fer another game, 
und he will produce a dozen others calculated to 
stir the primitive instinct of laying a five aad 
hoping to reap a ten. 

Most of the games played in the Chinese gain- 

ing houses are tabooed by the criminal code, and 
the ever alert police are constantly throwing 
drag-nets about the places and hauling large 
numbers of gamblers before the police magis- 
trates. This is particularly the case in the 
coast towns of Vancouver and Victoria, B.C. In 
these cities the gaming houses are operated on 
extensive lines and do a roaring business every 
night. 
e Although the Chinaman will be assessed, in 
most cases, twenty dollars and the cost of an 
interpreter, he fails to profit by bis lesson and 
the next night will be found in the gaming house 
as usual, In a way he is to be pitied. There are 
few places where he can go. He lives with a 
people that refuses and cannot assimilate him, 
His customs and habits raise an insurmountable 
barrier between him and the white man. His 
dirty, cramped, vile-smelling living quarters 
offer him no comfort or enjoyment, so he wends 
his way to the gaming house, where the lights 
are bright, there is a buzz of excitement, plenty 
of warmth and hilarious companions, He plays 
till his money is gone and then looks on cr 
takes a seat around the wall. Ho will stay 
there until dayligift. Many of the Chinese will 
just turn out in time to get their breakfast and 
hustle off to work.

HH Chinese gaming houses are 
fortresses. Every precaution is taken to 


make them “bomb-proof” from police invasion. 
Secret exits are provided through which the 


gamblers may escape in the event of the police 
breaking through. 

A raid by the police requires as much care 
and preparation as a raid on an enemy trench, 
The building in which the gaming house is lo- 
cated must be minutely studied, known entrances 
and exits marked out and officers detailed to 
strategic points to corral the fleeing Orientals 
and whites, 

Tf the police are able to surprise the sentry 
at the Outside door and prevent him from rais- 
ing the alarm, their chances of success are 
heightened, The second sentry, however, may 
block their efforts by pressing a button or pull- 
ing a cord. Immediately the heavy emergency 
doors swing closed, and the signal to “beat it” 
is sounded in the gaming house, It is almost 
useless to try and batter through the partitions 
and doors, which are reinforced with heavy 
planking and sicel. Crow-bars and sledge-ham- 
mers are carried by the officers, and while they 
might eventually break through the gamblers 
would all be away by the time they got in. 

While this part of the attack may be held up 
other officers are scaling walls or crawling along 
roof-tops, all converging on the rooms in which 
the games are flourishing. 

In one raid in Victoria the police made a 
quick entry and seemed to have the Chinamen 
caught flat-footed. Then the windows flew tp 
and there was a wild scramble. Many of the 
gamblers escaped, some sliding down the ropes, 
which had been kept coiled on the window sill 
for guch emergencies, while others leaped across 
the alley to an adjacent roof. It is surprising the 
chances the Chinese will take to avoid capture. 

On another occasion the police entered a 
room, and although there was every evidence 
that the place had been well-populated but a few 
seconds before, not a Chinaman was visible, Then 
a foot slipped through a hole in the ceiling, 
when one of the men lost his footing. The 
police went to the storey above and found a 
number of Orientals huddled together, trying to 
escape capture, The gamblers had climbed up 
a ladder and hauled it up after them. 

But no matter how often the houses are 
raided the Chinaman goes on with his betting. It 
is born in his system, and he gets enjoyment 
out of it, It is his national sport. He is not 
an outdoor athlete, and the only game he knows 
is gambling.

“NINETY years old—and glad of it! 

At twenty a man is raw and green 
and afraid of that mystery, existence. 
At ninety, he’s settled in business, he’s 
surrounded by friends, he’s on cordial 
terms with life.

“So far in my experience ninety is the 
ideal age. Perhaps 100 is even better. I 
expect to find out.” 

It’s hardly necessary to say who spoke 
the gallant words reflecting such a mel- 
low philosophy. Chauncey Depew accom- 
panied them with his famous chuckle, 
leaning back in the high chair before 
his office desk and laughing to think any 
one should suppose ninety years a 
burden. The hundreds of thousands of 
banqueters who have roared at his after- 
dinner speeches know him as a man big 
in both physical and mental .stature, 
meticulously but quietly dressed and dis- 
tinguished by the aristocratic white side 
whiskers that give him in profile a re- 
semblance to President Eliot. 

It had been a busy spring mcrning for 
the chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the New York Central Railroad, ‘Re- 
cently returned from a month at Palm 
Beach, he found his offices on the six- 
teenth floor of the Terminal Building— 
they command a wide sweep of the East 
River and its shipping—full of docu- 
ments that needed the Depew considera- 
tion and signature. To the task involved 
he brought a mind as keen as ever, eye- 
sight better than that of many a youth, 
hearing unimpaired -and a physique 
which a man of sixty might well envy. 

“Why, I feel as well as I ever did,” 
nxclaimed Mr. Depew, “and however 
bright my brain was, it’s as bright as 
that now.” 


heed natural query was how a man can 
live to be ninety. Mr. Depew inti- 
mated that a man did it by just keeping 
on living and in due course of time 
ninety would be reached, But—the next 
logical query—how to keep on living? 

“Keep interested,” Mr, Depew replied; 
“don't retire from business. I come down 
to the office every morning at a little 
after 10 and stay till after 4. You 
notice a man who has prospered and got 
along in years—and retires to ‘enjoy his 
money’ or ‘to rest.’ I give such # man 
three years to live. 

“Jnathe first place, by retiring a man 
loses hold on the big activity that has 
gripped him for years. His whole men- 
tal nature has to readjust itself and 
can't. His physical nature has to adjust 
itself also and fails even more conspleu- 
ously. When a man retires what is 
there for him to do?

of Yale University and a member of the 
Beciety of the Cincinnati. He has been 
appointed United States Minister to 
Japan and United States Secretary of 
State, both of which honors he declined 
And he received ninety-nine votes as a 
nominee for the presidential nomination 
in the Republican National Convention of 
1888,

band’s $4,000,000 estate by Mrs. Augusta 
J. Glendinning. 

Mrs. Glendinning, the mother of five 
children, charges that she was the vic- 
tim of a plot by which the conspirators 
sought to have her confined in an insane 
asylum so they could gain control of 
the vast estate. She charges she was 
taken from her home at midnight while 
her husband lay dying in a hospital 
and that for ten days she was held 
prisoner in a Chicago hospital, and 
that during this period she was forced 
to live and associat’ with insane per- 
sons, Her story on the witness stand 
was a remarkable document purporting 
to show how a typical mother, with no 
knowledge of the law, could be “rail. 
roaded" to a madhouse. 

When she rebelled against the treat. 
ment accorded her she says an attend- 
ant slapped her. After the ten-day 
period she says that she was spirited 
out of the State to a madhouse in Wis- 
consin, where she was held prisoner for 
more than six weeks. In the meantime 
the alleged conspirators planned to have 
her removed to another madhouse in 
Texas, and eventually to an asylum in 
Mexico. 

All during the period of her incar- 
ceration she charges that she was sub- 
jected to countless tortures and indig- 
nities. She was finally released, when 
her captors became frightened, she as- 
serts, and she hurried to the deathbed of 
her husband, arriving in time to hear 
officials of the hospital in which he died 
calling an undertaker to prepare his 
body for burial. 


YLLOWING a lengthy and sensational 

hearing the jury which heard the 
case awarded her every cent of the $100,- 
000 for which she asked and the judge 
bitterly assailed the alleged conspirators 
in a scathing statement, delivered from 
the bench. No sum, even though it were 
as much as $1,000,000, could compensate 
Mrs. Glendinning for wrongful *impris- 
onment in an institution for the insane, 
said the judge, who added that the de- 
fendants had obtained more than $100,- 
000 from the estate. 

Mrs. Glendinning has sued to 
have Thomas Davis and William Palmer, 
principal defendants in her action, re- 
moved as trustees. Mrs. Glendinning, 
quiet, refined and obviously a cultured 
woman, was on the evitness stand for 
three days during the hearing of the 
case, She told in greatest detail every 
incident in her harrowing, nerve-wrack- 
ing experience 

Robert Glendinning, her husband, emi- 
grated to the United States from the 
North of Lreland about forty years ago 
He became a roofer and later perfected 
oofing material out of which he made

Despite her vehement protestations she 
was compelled to submit to a spinal 
serum test, in which fluid was withdrawn 
from her spine, and following which she 
was confined to her bed suffering untold 
agony and pain fer three days. Then 
she was forced to undergo a blood test, 
and all the time she was there she was 
subjected to what neurologists call the 
“water treatment,” placed in a swinging 
hammock and sprayed from head to foot 
with streams of water. 

She was kept under strict surveillance 
in e private room in the institution, but 
she was forced to take her meals in the 
common dining room with other inmates, 
all suffering from mental and nervous 
disorders. In the meantime her hus- 
band’s condition had become ravidly 
worse and he had been removed to @ 
sanatorium in Kenilworth, Ill. News of 
his condition was kept from her until he 
was in a dying state. 

Attaches of the sanatorium made 
secret arrangements for her to visit 
her dying husband. Accompanied by an 
attendant, she left the sanatorium at 
daybreak and hurried to the Kenilworth 
institution, just across the line in Illi- 
nois. With palpitating heart, worried, 
anxious, she mounted the steps of the 
institution and stopped by the grill at 
the office.

V JILL the earth some day become @ 

star? Many scientists, among them 
Geologists of highest reputation, now 
believe that something of the kind must 
inevitably take place. 

To begin with, the earth is growing 
steadily, though slowly, warmer. The 
notion, long held, that our planet is 
getting progressively colder, chilling, 
with a gradual shrinking of its crust, 
bids fair to be abandoned. 

Recent warmth in the Arctic Ocean, 
wholly unprecedented, with vast spaces 
of open water where hitherto ice-floes 
have covered the sea, may or may not 
have relation to the matter. Winters in 
our own country have grown milder 
within the last century. Other indica- 
tions that seem to point in the same di- 
rection might be mentioned. 

The new theory, summed up in a few 
words, is that the crust of the earth 
is melting from beneath, and that 
eventually the outside of the globe will 
become incandescent; in effect, a shell 
of fire. When that comes about, the 
terrestrial sphere will, shine with a light 
of its own. It will be a small star. 

If it is really true that our planet 
is getting hotter, what furnishes the 
heat? The answer is, radium. The 
Government Bureau of Mines estimates 
that the total quantity of radium con- 
tained in the globe must be continu- 
ously generating 137 times as much 
heat as is being radiated outward from 
the crust of the earth. 

The rucky crust of our planet is so 
poor a tonductor that not much heat 
comes through it from the incandescent 
core of the globe, where temperatures 
undoubtedly run up to 8000 or 10,000 
degrees Fahrenheit, But the radium 
goes on generating heat, and, so little 
of jt being allowed to escape, the tem- 
perature of the earth’s interior is steadily 
rising, with the result that the under 
side of the crust is melting. 

The process is very slow, but its effect 
fs to render the crust progressively 
thinner. ‘Time being of no account in 
the workings of nature, it may be sup- 
posed that eons will elapse before the 
interior fires break through to the sur- 
face; but, if the new theory be correct, 
it must happen some day. 

In the meantime, what is going to hap- 
pen to mankind? . If the human race 
survives for a few million years longer, 
will the inerease in temperature be at 
tirat a source gf discomfort and later

A volcano, no matter how huge, is 
nothing but an ash-pile surrounding the 
opening of a chimney that runs down 
into the earth. Such “burning moun: 
tains” are plentifully scattered over 
many regions. They are vents through 
which fiery materials from the interior 
are thrown out. , 


of bgtne crust of the earth is less thick, 
relatively to size, than the shell of 
an egg. Inside of it is a huge ball of 
living fire, not flaming, nor molten in 
the ordinary sense of that term, but an 
incandescent mass, with a temperature 
far higher ‘than any known to us out- 
side of the electric furnace. 
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Be Geysers are boiling 
springs that toss water 
through the crust of the 


earth, and are said to be 


actuated by radium 
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Radium, one of the rarest 
and most powerful of all 
the substances known to 
man, has so far never been 
isolated except in the small- 
est of particles. In the pic- 
ture is shown an apparatus 
in the Bureau of Mines at 
Washington for the study 
of the gaseous emanations 
from radium. It is under 
the direct supervision of 
Dr. S. C. Lind, chief chem- 
ist of the Bureau of Mines 


Normally, going down from the sur- 
face, temperature increases at a rate of 
about ninety degrees Fahrenheit per 
mile. But in places great heat is found 
at shallow depths, A familiar example 
is the Yellowstone National Park, where 
springs boil, geysers toss up hot water, 
and, in the so-called fire hole district, 
the whole country seems to be on fire. 

Why these hot spots? Probably, say 
the geologists, because of the presence 
of great deposits of radium-bearing ores, 
At Vale, in Oregon, enormous quantities 
of water et 200 degrees, near to boiling 
point, flow from wells only sixty feet 
deep. It is inferred that there are 
masses of radium-bearing rocks down 
below. 

Radium produces energy. The rays it 
sends out are stopped by surrounding 
substances, and their tremendous energy 
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Volcanoes are chimneys 
down into “the eternal 
fires,” providing an out- 
let for the molten mat- 
ter that is discharged - 


One of the strangest sights 
of Yellowstone Park, the 
land of strange sights, is 
the geysers. In the picture 
Old Faithful is shown at 
night, the photograph being 
taken by the aid of power- 
ful lights thrown on the 
plume-like stream of boil- 
ing water 


is thereby converted into heat, just as 
the energy of an armor-piercing shell 
from a rifled gun is transformed into 
heat when it strikes a steel target, partly 
nielting the projectile and producing a 
burst of actual flame at the point of 
impact. 

The question naturally suggests itself, 
llow is it possible to estimate the total 
quantity of radium contained in the 
terrestrial globe? 

To make this clear, it should be ex- 
plained that the “parent” of radium 
is a metal called uranium, which is one 
of the most widely distributed substances 
in nature. It is found in all soils and in 
all waters. In all rocks it 
almost uniform quantity, and the like- 
lihood 
mark would apply to the entire crust 
of the earth. If this be so, the pre- 
sumption is that it would apply also to 
the whole body of the globe, 

Wherever it occurs, this metal always 
contains radium in the proportion of 
one part of the latter to 4,000,000 of 
uranium,

Others, in Colorado and Utah, until re 
cently produced nearly all of the world's 
supply of radium., The mines in those 
States, however, have been put out of 
business by a new and wonderful “find” 
of much richer deposits in Katanga, « 
tongue of the Belgian Congo (in middle 
Africa) extending southward Into North 
ern Rhodesia, 

But, generally speaking, the distribu 
tion of uranium throughout the earth's 
crust seems to be very uniform It 
is found in all rocks, and water drawn 
from any deep well has some measure 
of radio-activity, manifestly owing to 
contact with the radium-bearing metal 

Though ordinarily it occurs only in 
very small quantities, the total amount 
of uranium which the earth contains is 
very great, and, if it be divided by 
8,000,000, the quotient is the total of 
radium in this planet of ours, 

Having reckoned in this way the total 
radium content of the globe, the scien- 
tists, knowing exactly how much heat 
the substance gives out per gram, are 
able to estimate the total of heat gen- 
erated by all of the radium which the 
earth contains, 

Uranium has here been apoken of as 
the “parent” of radium, but it would 
more properly be called the ancestor 
For uranium, in nature, undergoes 
series of transformations, through which 
it is converted into radium, and finally 
into lead. But the quantity of radium 
in the terrestrial glove does not lessen, 
because it is continually recruited from 
uranium, the supply of which is inex- 
hauatible, 

The process by which uranium is 
transformed into radium is almost in- 
credibly slow, so that, though the former 
metal is relatively plentiful, radium must 
always be exceedingly scarce 

Allow time enough, and all radium 
becomes lead, But in between there are 
several successive transformations 

Radium transforma itself directly into 
a gas, very slowly, If in the lifetime 
of Christ a priest-magician of that period 
had had in his possession a gram, or 
any other quantity, of that wonderful 
aubstance, more than half of it would 
have disappeared by now, In thirteen 
more centuries all of it would be gone 

That certainly does seem slow. But 
consider the case of uranium, which re 
quires nine billion years to transform 
itself into something else Even then 
it does not convert itself immediately into 
radium, but, before assuming the latter 


form, several metamor-

an elopement was planned and they 
went to live in San Antonio, Texas. One 
night, shortly after midnight, a fusillade 
of shots brought police to the home, 
and they found Garring lying on the 
lawn with two bullets in his body. His 
young wife stood over him, a smoking 
revolver in her hand 

Questioned by the police, she explained 
that she had mistaken her husband for 
® burglar; had shot him as he mounted 
the front steps and then fired another 
bullet through his stomach as he stag- 
gered back. Dr. Garring recovered, 
but soon after he went to Oklahoma 
City, where he obtained a divorce. At the 
time the decree was handed down by the 
judge he declared that his marriage 
had “been a foolish mistake,” and that 
his young wife was “too tempermerta) 
and hot-headed.” 

Within two years after her divoree 
from Dr. Garring, an Oklahoma banker 
confessed that he had embezzled thou- 
sands of dollars and had spent the 
money on her, Costly presents of 
diamonds, imported gowns, gorgeous furs 
and lavish entertainments were showered 
on the lovely Zoe by her banker husband. 
He was sent to prison for a long term. 

A few months later a youth, a mere 
bey, was found dead in an alley, a pisto) 
in his hand and beside him a letter blam- 
ing Zoe for his suicide, saying that she 
had ruined his life and that death was 
the only way out of it all. So far three 
men had already suffered under her in- 
fluence. 

Next in sequence came Grover Burch- 
man, a wealthy and reputable furniture 
dealer of Oklahoma City, who married 
her only to disappear mysteriously a 
short time later after his business had 
been ruined. She left Oklahoma a few 
weeks later and journeyed to Texas 


again. 


HEN one night the police of San An- 
tonio shot and killed a robber fol- 
lowing a spectacular fight, when the 
burglar was caught red-handed in the 
midst of a robbery. It was Burchman. 

Zoe was arrested and questioned. She 
admitted she had been living with Burch- 
man again, although she professed igno- 
rance as to what he was doing for a 
livelihood. She expressed great concern 
when informed by the police that most of 
the costly furnishings in their home, her 
beautiful clothes and many of her he- 
longings had been purchased with stolen 
money. 

It was following this episode in her 
eventful life that she met Mr, Cun- 
ningham, He was seventy-two and one 
of the foremost citizens of Joplin, Mo. 
He was president of Joplin’s most pros- 
perous bank and he had twice been 


Mayor. The charming Zoe captivated 
him and he gave himself up to dreams 
of love. Following a whirlwind court- 
ship, they were married and came to 
Chicago to spend their honeymoon 

The Joplin banker gave his young wife 
everything she asked for—motorcars, & 
town and country home, rings, bracelets 
and brooches studded with rare stoncs— 
in fact, everything that money could buy 
was bestowed upon her by her elderly 
husband. He gave her, for instance, all 
of the stock of his bank, which she 
promptly sold for something more thap 
$300,000. 

He gave her real estate, money, bonds 
and in return she gave him kisses, But 
the love dream of the old banker was 
not to continue for long. Several of his 
friends back in Joplin took it upon them- 
selves to intervene. 

Then, too, Mrs. Tabitha Tuylor, the 
banker’s seventy-year-old housekeeper, 
came upon the scene. She charged that 
she had cared for him for twenty-five 
years and that the marriage ceremony 
he had undergone with the beautiful Zoe 
was illegal. She added that it was her 
money which had given him his start om 
the road to wealth. 


T WAS finally arranged by three of 

the bankers’ friends to kidnap him. 
He was spirited out of Chicago in the 
dead of night and taken to Kansas City, 
where he was placed under the care of 
Joplin officials, who took him back to his 
old home. There, again under the care 
of motherly Mrs, Taylor, he soon forgot 
the woman who had brought him to the 
verge of disgrace and ruin, and he will- 
ingly consented to sue her for divorce. 
Legal entanglements ensued, and Zoe is 
said to have emerged with more than 
$400,000 for relewsing the Missourt 
banker from their marriage 

Within a few days she married A. 
W. Marksheffel, who had been her 
chauffeur. Backed by her money, he went 
into the automobile business in Colorado, 
Two years later, after he had lost his 
business, she divorced him. That episode 
completes, so far as the authorities have 
been able to discover, the marital mis- 
adventures in which she participated. 

She dropped out of sight for a time, 
only to bob up again in Kansas City, 
when she opened up the house where she 
was found slain. Recently she has been 
using only her maiden name, preferring 
to discard all of the names she acquired 
in her many marriages 

Mrs. G. L. Palmer, who owns the 
“House of Mystery,” as the neighbora 
called it, and who was, perhaps, Zoe's 
closest woman friend, became alarmed 
when she could not gain admittance. 
Newspapers on the porch lay undisturbed 
for several days. The mail box was 
filled with mail. A small boy was sum- 
moned and boosted over the transom. 
He discovered the body, prostrate on the 
floor, in what had served as the “dow 
tor’s” consultation chamber, 

And so she is dead. She has met her 
last adventure, She was just thirty.

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Soviet Soldiers of Russia 


Fear Spirit of Most Brutal of 
All the Czars Has Come Back to Haunt the People and 


Stir Up Another Monarchist Plot-—- Wraith 
That Slays With a Dagger Spreads Terror 


(CAN it be possible that a four-hundred- 
/ yenr-old ghost is more efficient in 
moving the hearts and minds of millions 
of human beings than all the philoso- 
phers, statesmen, economists, warriors 
and bankers of all the great powers of 
the world? Is “Holy Rus¢ia,” the “land 
of mystery,” about to succumb to a ghost, 
with an jron-pointed spear, after holding 
out against the world for its fantastic 
system of government for more than six 
years? 

In substance, these are the questions 
being asked by thase who keep in touch 
with Russian affairs and who know that 
this land of teeming millions has been 
shaken to its very foundations by an 
apparition. If they seem absurd it is 
only to those who do not know the part 
that superstitious fears play in the 
hearts of many Russians. It seems un- 
reasonable to suppose that modern men 
and women can be influenced by a@ fig- 
ment of the imagination, but a litle 
study of Russian history will show that 
almost anything is possible with the 
Muscovite when he is deeply moved, 

Tonight the ghost of Ivan the Terrible 
will walk in the corridors of the most 
carefully guarded building in Moscow— 
the famous Kremlin, seat of many gov- 
ernments. The wraith may not be seen, 
but hundreds of soldiers on’ guard will 
be convinced that he is there. Already 
he has been seen by many. To date he 
has killed at least one soldier with that 
blood-stained iron-pointed staff. An- 
other, about to die at the hands of the 
ghost, survived by what he and his’ 
fellows believe was a miracle. 

The “hard-boiled materialists” direct- 
ing the Soviet Government of Russia 
know very well, of course, that this 
apparition is not a ghost. They are 
quite satisfied that it is only a counter- 
revolutionary masquerading as Ivan the 
Terrible. But the problem before them 
is to convince the soldiers and the people 
that the dread killer who saved Russia 
once before has not returned to “rescue” 
the country again by drenching it in 
blood. 

Once let the idea become genera) that 
Ivan’s spirit demands a return to Czar- 
ism, and the leaders of the Soviets know 
that all their painstaking system of 
self-protection may be swept away over- 
night by an uprising of resistless 
millions. 

In order to understand just what in- 
fluence this strange wraith can exert on 
the minds of the people it is necessary 
only to recount a little of his history, 
Ivan the Terrible was the fourth Czar of 
that name. He was the son of Vasili 
and was born in 1530. His father died 
when he was three years old, leaving his 
mother, Helen Glinski, as regent. 
Woman—even of royal birth—was then 
not much more than a chattel in Russia, 
s0 the Boyars, or nobles, took command. 
They ran Russia with « high hand for 
ten years. 

Ivan, however, was # thoughtful boy. 
He noticed that when visiting dignitaries 
were brought to the palace he was 
treated with the utmost respect by the 
Boyars. They bowed obsequiously be- 
fore him until the visitors were gone, 
and then kicked and cuffed him at will. 
He noticed also that they needed his sig- 
nature on all state documents of any im- 
portance, and when he was but thirteen 
he decided that he was the real source of 
power, Accordingly he determined on a 
bold stroke. 

First making sure of the loyalty of 
his guards, he summoned the Boyars to 
a royal conference, Then this iron- 
willed lad of thirteen arose and in a 
short speech recounted some of the 
crimes of the Boyars, running all the 
way from theft to murder. 


E ssid he knew that all were guilty, 

but that he intended to give most of 
them another chance. Suddenly he 
pointed his finger at Shuiski, chief of 
the Boyare and generally considered to 
be the most powerful man in Russia, 

“Seize him,” he shouted. 

Instantly a dozen guards caught and 
disarmed the man. Then the thirteen. 
year-old ruler announced that he jn. 
tended to make an example of Shuiski, 
He ordered the other nobles to stand 
back against the walls, The guards 
were told to place Shuisk] in the center 
of the great throne room, There was a 
moment of intense silence. They Ivan 
lifted bis hand and a door opened, The 
silence was broken by @ savage growl. 
ing that became louder each second until 
a pack of lean, half-starved hounds 
burst into the room, followed by their 
keepers with whips. 


Ivan IV, known as Ivan the 
Terribie because of his 
cruelty, reigned fifty-one 
years, from 1583 to 1584 


the cold stone walls, Ivan, the boy ruler 
to be, had become Czar of all the 
Russias. The story spread by word of 
mouth over all his far domains. But 
they did not call him Ivan Fourth. They 
called him Ivan the Terrible. 

For fifty years thereafter this harsh- 
est of all rulers ran his kingdom literally 
with an iron hand. According to con- 
temporary historians, he was never seen 
without his iron-pointed spear, and he 
used it whenever he saw fit on anybody 
in reach. The fury of his temper in- 
creased with his years, so that at the 
age of fifty-one he struck and killed his 
oldest son. But all his personal murders 
were as nothing compared to the work 
his soldiers carried out under his orders. 


T least three cities were devastated 

at his word—Novgorod, Tver and 
Moscow. Historians refer to his “seven 
periods of massacre.” At one time he 
direeted the killing of 1505 persons in 
Novgorod. In his diary he wrote, “Re- 
member, Lord, the souls of thy servants; 
to the number of 1505 persons, Nov- 
gorodians.” Again he wrote to the 
Monastery of St. Cyril to ask for 
preyers for the souls of his victims. 
Oppression was so widespreas, however, 
that revolts occurred again and again.

Now the ghost of Ivan the Terrible is supposed to have come 
back! Not long ago, in a corridor of the Kremlin, they found 
the body of a sentinel with a dagger in his breast. Another 
sentinel who was found unconscious in the same corridor 
told how he had come upon the vision of an old man whose 
face was covered with blood. In his hand the ghost carried 
a@ speur with an iron point, and the sentinel said he had 
recognized instantly Ivan the Terrible! 


And at last Ivan the Terrible sent an 
army to Novgorod, a walled city. The 
soldiers blocked up every exit, put men 
on guard and sent swordsmen to a 
slaughter with@ut equal in history. For 
five weeks, according to William Dudley 
Foulke, historian, the work of death 
continued and 60,000 men, women and 
children, at that time representing: vir- 
tually the whole population of the city, 
were killed, 

Early in his reign Ivan had as coun- 
selor a priest named Silvester. Some 
idea of the conditions then existing may 
be gleaned from the fact that Silvester 
advised husbands not to use sticks that 
were too thick, or that were tipped with 
iron, to beat their wives, nor to beat 
them publicly, but to “correct her mod- 
erately and in private.” Every Russian 
wife expected to be beaten with sticks 
by her husband. 


i spite of his atrocities, however, Ivan 
was one of the makers of Russia. It 
was under his rulership that the last of 
the Tartar power was broken, He ex- 
tended the already wide dominions of the 
country. And, therefore, in the mind of 


the average Russian, he has become a 
symbol of fear and admiration rather 
than of hate. In the far reaches of the 
Siberian plains the peasants tell their 


‘hue only thing ivan the ‘lerrible held sacred was his own 
inflexible will. On one occasion fae was opposed by a cleric, 
the Metropolitun Philip, whom he caused to be strangled 


“Take him,” said the guards, 

In a few minutes {t was all oveg, 
While Ivan sat in majestic calm on hig 
throne and the nobles cowered against 
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children ghostly stories of how Ivan had 
liquid metal poured down the throats of 
counterfeiters, how he burned sorcerers 
in an iron cage and buried alive wives 
who had murdered their husbands, The 
story.of his military prowess has grown 
with the ages, until his memory stands 
out in the Russian mind as of a figure 
irresistible. 

Unquestionably it was some one who 
knew his Russia who conceived the idea 
of masquerading as the ghost of Ivan 
the Terrible to strike fear into the 
hearts of the soldiery. The story would 
naturally be suppressed by all the 
censorship powers of the Soviets. The 
mere fact that some of it has come out, 
even in Russia, is taken as proof that 
the legend of Ivan’s return has now be- 
come widespread. In the Isvestiya of 
Moscow appeared the following guarded 
account of Ivan's reincarnation: 

“Strange things happen these days in 
our Kremlin. As ie well known, the 
seat of the government is carefully con- 
trolled by day and night. Patrols and 
sentinels watch all courts and the rear 
of the citadel. It seems impossible for 
any one to penetrate into the Kremlin 
and walk freely about within its walls. 

“It is wtil! remembered that several 
months ago soldiers found the blood- 
covered corpse of one of their comrades 


In the far reaches of the 
Siberian plains the peas- 
ants tell their children 
ghostly stories of how Ivan 
the Terrible had liquid 
metal poured down ‘the 
throats of counterfeiters, 
how he burned sorcerers in 
an iron cage and buried 
alive wives who had mur- 
dered their husband: 


« & lonely corridor of a Kremlin build- 
ing with a dagger stuck in his breast. 
Nobody was able to solve the mystery or 
trace the assassin. Excitement was 
great but a new event has further in- 
creased it, 

“Shouts for help were heard some 
nights ago from the corridor where the 
sentinel had been killed. When some of 
the guards ran to the place they found 
another sentinel lying on the floor un- 
conscious, After recovering his con- 
sciousness he told the following dread- 
ful story: 

“With the last stroke of midnight a 
man appeared suddenly at the end of 
the corridor, He was old and his face 
was covered with blood. In his hand he 
carried a spear with an iron point, Tho 
soldier recognized him by the lantern 
light that fell into the corridor from the 
court outside. He realized that before 
him was the ghost or an imitator of 
Ivan the Terrible, Russia’s most dreadful 
Czar. The man came slowly toward 
him, without any noise, and said: 

“*“You make Russia perish; therefore 
you, too, must perish,”’ 

“He seemed to intend to kill the 
soldier, who shouted for help and fainted. 
Search for the man availed nothing. No 
trace of the ghost was found. 

“Authorities believe that the ‘ghost’ 
is a counter-revolutionary hid under the 
mask of Ivan the Terrible in order to 
spread fear among the soldiers of the 
Kremlin, Patrols in the citadel have 
been increased and sentinels have been 
ordered to shoot the man as soon ns he 
appears again. Naturally this event is 
causing fright among the soldiers, for 
they are unable to discover how the mao 
got into the citadel.” 


F some soldier loyal to the Soviets and 

not troubled with a superstitious imag- 
ination shoots the “ghost” and finds that 
it is a real flesh and blood man—prob- 
ably one of his own number—mas- 
querading as the wraith of the Terrible 
Czar, perhaps the scare will be ended 
and another monarchist movement will 
go up in smoke, There will be a few 
more early morning firing squads, a few 
more lives will be snuffed out, and the 
Soviets will go on as before. 

But, authorities are asking, what if 
the soldiers are afraid to shoot? What 
if the masquerader is some educated, 
cynical officer deliberately playing on 
the fears of his men and biding his time 
until the moment arrives for an upris- 
ing? What if, during the daylight 
hours, this man and his co-conspirators 
are filling the troubled minds of the 
guards with fearsome tales of Ivay's 
supernatural powers? What soldier can 
be expected to shoot if he has been made 
to believe that he will be struck deud the 
moment he puts his finger to the 
trigger? 

Remember that a thirteen-year-old 
boy overthrew an oligarchy of powerful 
Boyars, each with his own following of 
bloodthirsty soldiers, It would not sur- 
prise many students of history to find 
the streets of Russian cities filled soon 
with cavalry wearing at the cantles of 
their saddles the dog's head and broom 
insignia of Ivan's own terrible guard. 


OT even Peter the Great, who made 

modern Russia, or Catherine, who 
welded the barbarous tribes into a fed- 
eration and established an empire, have 
the hold on the imagination of the Rus- 
sian peasant that has Ivan the Terrible 
His stark cruelty and the suddenness of 
his outbursts of temper have made him a 
living potentiality in the lives of the 
people, who carefully preserve his tradi- 
tions, 

The fact that u large portion of the 
Russian peasantry ure unable to read 
makes possible the fostering of super- 
stitious legend to an extent hard to 
realize. The hold which Rasputin ob-

|to the same extent that those of

Since the larvae remain in the 
stubs from the time they sever the 
| straw, in July until early in the fol- 
lowing June, deep plowing between 
| these dates is quite effective. Great 
|} care should be taken to see that the 
| furrows are well inverted, in order 
that the insect will be unable to bur- 
|row ite way out. 

Cutting the crop a little on the 
green side will also prove effective 
in saving it, as the damage is not 
done until the straw begins to ripen, 
The crop may thus ordinarlly be cut 
late enough in its ripening process 
to prevent shrinkage, and yet avoid 
damage by this insect

Lead World in Play- 
grounds for Kiddies 


NEW YORK: 

More than $14,000,000 was spent 
for public recreation last year by 
cities in the United States and Can- 
ada, according to the Playground 
and Recreation Association of.Amer- 
fon, which has just compiled the re- 


| turns from a questionnaire on com- 


munity play. This sum is more thap 
twice the arnount spent for the same 
urpose ten years ago. 
tf a total of 68° cities reporting 
community recreation leadership, 
660 conduct 6,591 playgrounds and 
recreation centres under paid lead- 
ers. In 1906, when Theodore Rooses 
vell and others organized the asso 
ciation, only 41 cities had play- 
grounds and recreation centres with 
paid leaders. 
Playgrounds Used 
Approximately 1,200,000 was the 
reported daily average of children 
and adults at the summer play- 
grounds of the country in 1928. This 


| figure is four times greater than the 


1913 attendance. 

The reason for the steadily in- 
creasing expenditure for recreation 
at a time when municipalities are 
bent on economy, the association 
states, is that playgrounds and rec- 
reation are recognized as a good in- 
vestment. Delinquincy and crime 
costs are reduced. Chief of Police 
Conlon of Leodminster, Mass, says 
that delinquincy cases in Leominster 
averaged %i a year prior to the or- 
ganization of community service, the 
local recreation agency. Since its 
coming, the number decreased to 
53 in 1920, 

In Utica, New York, Anna D. 
Rayland, chief probation officer, at- 
tributed to the efficiency of play- 
grounds the fact that not a single 
child was put on probation during 
the month of July in the children's 
court. Judge C. Penny of Miami, 
Florida, gave credit to the super- 
vised play program for the fact that 
while previously he had had 20 or 
26 cases of delinquincy in his court 
in a month, in the six months after 
the playgrounds opened, he had 
only five cases, Topeka, Kansas, 
found that truancy decreased when 
Playgrounds were installed near the 
schools. Deflance, Ohio, Centralia, 
Illinois, and other cities reported the 
Practical elimination of mischief and 
property destruction by boys at Hal- 
lowe'en, due to the organized com 
munity celebrations of the city rec- 
reation committees. Many other 
cities reported decreases in delin- 
quincy, attributed by judges, proba- 
tion officers and others directly to 
organized play. 

Leas Accidents 

Reports from some of the cities 
showed that playgrounds had been 
effective in reducing street accidents 
to children at play. An example of 
this was found last summer at 
Lewiston, Maine, where city-wide 
recreational activities were shared 
in by 118,000 persons, mainly chil- 
Gren.

Rain Starts. 

In fifteen minutes, it started to 
rain and with it the storm became 
steadier, Night came and the storra 
still kept up.

Not Half Bad Say the British Harvesters Stranded Here 


Labors of a Northem Ontario 
Lumberjack and Social 
Duties at Nairn Centre as 
Seen By Tom Green, Old 
Countryman, Who Spent 

- Winter in the Bush.

W had drifted into Montreal by devious 

routes from the western harvest fields. 

Yes? “Drifted” is the word, for we found 
in Canada these were many modes of locomo 
tion besides @ first-class Pullman. During our 
stay tn Alberta, then governed by what we under. 
stood to be prohibition legislation, we had found 
difficulty in appeasing our wonderfully acquired 
British taste for hops, for the prices demanded 
were hardly coincident with our views of ex- 
change, We met first in St, Antoine etreet, 
where we stood contemplative of the huge elee- 
tric brewery signs, confident in the belief that 
our advent bad caused the brewerles to work in 
shifts. 

There were four of us. “Jock” our High- 
lander, who halled from so far north of the 
Tweed that his conversation was almost un- 
intelligible; “The Professor” from the broadest 
voiced regions of Lancashire; “Windy Dick” our 
irrepressible Cockney whose ehief concern was 
whether Tottenhum would win the English cup; 
and the writer, from the English Midlands,

there it rajns persistently, and carnestly. Whon 
it snows it snows joyfuly.

Many of our com- 
panions had returned home but we had decided 
to stay and experience our baptism of a Cana- 
dian winter, 

Prospects of employment in the clty at this 
feason appeared none too resy go the many 
alluring placards offering employment in “The 
Bush” received our earnest attention. ‘ 

The lumber companies desired men, required 
men, were in fact clamoring for them, to such 
an extent that they were willing to advance 
fares and all requirements to destination, 

After a fow winutes conversation with an 
agent, We found ourselves in possession of con- 
tracts to work for a company several hundred 
miles distant. : 

Our agreements showed that we were en- 
gaged as genera) jJaborers at from $40 to $45 
per month and board, with an understanding 
that we should be paid at the higher rate and 
have our advance fare made not chargeable if 
we stayed “The Run,” I may here say that this 
contract was fully lived up to by all parties.

had little time for preparation for our 

journey, and that evening found ourselves 
together with sixty more lumberjacks entrain- 
ing for a point, of the geographical lecation of 
which, we had but a vague idea, That evening 
we were introduced volubly and vociferously 
to many who were to be our comrades during 
“The Run.” 

The “Timber Beast” works hard and plays 
hard and many had come aboard braced with 
the oil of conversation which soon showed its 
vent in song and dance of every description. 
Here ve were initiated into the wonderment and 
myst-fies of the stag dance which afterwards 
wiled away many a jong winter evening. At 
noon the following day we reached Nairn our 
railway destination, and secured possession of 
our turkeys or personal effects, which, had been 
consigneG to the lumber company as protection 
against our any desire or attempt to jump the 
train en route, 

We were cscorted by an agent from hoad- 
quarters to a frame structure in the “city” which 
by extreme courtesy had peen described as a 
hotel, where we were to spond the night pre 
preparatory to walking to camp, 

Barly next morn, after our breakfast had 
been digested and redigested, we commenced 
our walk to camp, We were assured it was 
alound twenty mils, it was—it was also 
around thirty, However, we set off fortified by 
cheese sandwiches which would have made a 
respectable loaf shudder, 

We rested occasionally, as the trail was very 
rough, but made good progress and reached camp 
during the afternoon. Here we were taken in 
land by the chore boy and allotted to our re- 
spective bunks, which were quite comfortable 
and up to expectations. 

Soon after the workers came trooping in from 
their respective jobs and supper bell rang. 

Our cook shack proved to be a large frame 
structure capable of seating 160 men Bit huge 
tables, There was food in abundance, tremen-
